ALARM IS QUICKLY GIVEN 



Makes no Disturbance When Confronted 
' by Sheriff Green and Again Taken 
Into Custody 



James Sullivan, a U. S. arm^" sar- 
geant who was shot through the ankle 
by.Police OfHcer George Wing of High- 
land Park on Sunday, April 7, after a 
free-for-all fight with employes of the 
Chicago & Milwaukee electric railroad 
and ofHceiis of the law, made a desper- 
ate attempt Tuesday evening to escape 
from the Jone McAHster hospital where 
he has been held a captive since the 
shooting. 

In the absence of the nurse from the 
ward at the hospital, Sullivan dressed 
himself and escaped from the Institution 
by jumping through a window. 

The alarm of his escape was' sounded 
by a number of patients in the ward. 

"Your soldier who was shot has es- 
caped," Miss Heil, superintendent of 
the hospital told Sheriff Elmer Green 
over the telephone. "He has taken 
the electric car for town,'* she added. . 

In less than three minutes SherifT 
Green had donned his clothes. Hasten- 
ing to the corner of Genesee and 
Washington streets, he saw his man 
jeave |hc north side car and rush for 
the car which was leaving for the south. 

Officer William Davis caught sight of 
the escaping soldier at the same time 
and he rushed to Sheriff Green's as- 
sistance. When the soldier caught 
sight of Sheriff Green he stood as If in 
a trance. 

"I'll go back with you. 1 won't make 
any trouble," he panted. 

He was taken back to the hospital 
that night, but the next day was trans- 
ferred to a ceil in the Lake county jail. 

Sullivan was wounded at Highland 
Park a week ago in a free-for-all fight 
between street car employes and police 
officers. With the assistance of another 
soldier, Sullivan succeeded In starting a 
riot on a street car at Hubbard's Woods, 
and when he resisted capture at the 
hands of the Highland Park officials, he 
was shot through the ankle. His com- 
panion was thrown into jail at- Highland 
Park. ^__

MILK PRICE 

A shortage in the supply of milk In 
Chicago is evident this summer, for the 
farmers, many hundreds of them, are 
said to have refused to sign the new 
contracts with the milk companies, 
which call for milk at 23 cents a quart 
the price fixed by the Borden company. 
The producers demand 3& cents assert- 
ing that it 13 impossible to produce 
milk at a lower price. 

Directors of the Milk Producer's 
association held a meeting in the office 
of the secretary Jas. P. Grier, in Ghl-. 
cage last week and made plans for a 
vigerous summer and fall campaign 
against tlie lower price. 

The farmer is now selling milk as 
cheaply as possible, and many dairy 
owners for hundreds of miles around 
Chicago, in Wisconsin, Illinois and In- 
dianna, are flately opposed to signing 
new contracts, while others are giving 
up the milk, business altogether, said 
Mr. Grier.

New York. April IC— Tho Titanic of 
tho Whito Star lino, the biggest, most 
luxurious ship In tho world, lies at the 
bottom of the sea and the latest re- 
ports available are that more than 
1,500 of Us 2.200 passengers and crow 
have been drowned. 

The great vessel sank Just south of 
the Grand Banks of Newfoundland and 
600 miles southeast of Halifax 

Press bulletins by wireless from 
Cape Race announced that only 675 
passengers and crow had been res- 
cued. 

Admits "Horrible Loss/* 
Vice-President Franklin of the 
White Star company conceded that 
there hod been "a horrible loss of life" 
and said he had no Information to dis- 
prove the report which gave the num- 
ber of rescued at 675. This would 
leave a death roll of 1,625. Mr. Frank- 
lin said tho monetary loss could not 
be estimated, although he Intimated 
that It would run Into the millions. 

"We can replace the money/' ho 
added, "but not the lives. It Is hor- 
rible/' 

Information Is Meager. 
"As far as we know." continued 3ilr. 
Franklin, "It has been rumored from- 
Halifax that three steamers have pas- 
sengers on board— namely: Tho Vir- 
ginian, the Carpathla and the Parisian. 
"Now wo have heard from Captain 
Haddock that the Titanic sank at 2:20 
this morning. We have also learned 
from him that the Carpathla had C75 
survivors on board. It Is dimcult to 
learn If the Virginian and the Parisian 
have any survivors on board. 

"We have asked Captain Haddock 
and our agent at Halifax to ascertain 
If there are any passensers aboard 
the two steamships. 

"We much fear, however, that there 
has been a groat loss of life, but It Is 
Impossible for us to give further par- 
ticulars until we have heard from the 
Parisian and the Virginian. We have 
no Information-, that there are any pas- 
sengers aboard these two steamships." 
Mr. Franklin said there was a suf- 
ficient number of lifeboats to take all 
the passengers from the Titanic. 
Greatest Marine Disaster. 
Accepting the early estimate of tho 
fatality list as accurate, the disaster 
Is the greatest In tho marine history 
of the world. Nearest approaching It 
In magnitude were the disasters to the 
steamer Atlantic In 1873, when 574 
lives were lost, and to La Bourgogno 
In 1898, with a fatality Hat of 571. 

Should It prove that the Allen liners 
Parisian and Virginian picked up oth- 
ers of the TItanlc's passengero tho ex- 
tent of tho calamity would be greatly 
reduced. This hope still remains. 

The persons aboard the 111 fated ves- 
sel were divided up as follows: 

First cabin ..318 

Second cabin ^300 

Third cabin (steerage).,.,. 722 

Crew 860 

Earlier Messages Held Hope. 

News of the sinking of tho liner and 
tho terrible loss of llfo In consoquenco 
came with all the greater shock be- 
cause hope had been buoyed up by re- 
ports that tho steamship, although 
badly damaged, was not In a sinking 
condition and that all Its passengers 
had boon safely taken off. 

The messages were mostly unofficial, 
however, and none came direct froni 
the liner, so that a lurking fear re- 
mained of possible bad news tp come.

Carpathla Comes Too Late. 
Tho news came from the stcnmor 
Carpathla. relayed by tho White Star 
liner Olympic, and revealed that by 
the time the Carpathla, outward bound 
from New York and racing for the Ti- 
tanic on a wlroleas call, had reached 
tho scone tho doomed vessel had sunk. 
Left on tho surface, however, were 
lifeboats from the Titanic, and In 
them- as appears In meager reports 
received up to a late hour— were some 
C75 survivors of tho disaster. 

These, according to tho advices, tho 
Carpathla-plcknd up and Is now on Its 
way with them to New Yoi:k. 
All Men Passengers Lost? 
A significant line In tho Cape Race 
dispatch was the announcement that 
of those saved by the Carpathla nearly 
all wore women and children. Should 
It prove that no other vessel picked up 
any passengers of tho sinking liner 
this might mean that few of the men 
on board had been saved as tho pro- 
portion of women and children among 
tho passengers was large. 

Tho same facts would likewise spell 
tho doom of practically the whole 
crew. 

In tho cabins were 230 women and 
children, but It Is not known how 
ninny there were among the 740 third 
class passengers. In the first cabin 
there were 128 women and IS children 
and In tho second cabin 79 women and 
S children. 

Vessel on Maiden Voyage. 

The Titanic was on Its maiden voy- 
age. When It found Itself among the 
Ice fields on tho Grand Banks the vos- 
sel sent call after call to the hurrying 
llnors of the upper roads— tho Cunard- 
er Carpathla, the Virginian and the 
Persian of the Allen lino, the great 
Baltic, tho "Good Samaritan of the 
Atlantic," and the big Germans that 
wore plowing their way between the 
continents. 

The Carpathla and tho Virginian, 
wheeling In their course raced to the 
aid of tho Titanic. 

Suspense After First News. 
It has been many years since the 
world was left In such suspense and 
dread as followed the first faltering 
calls for help from the crushed vessel. 
At 10:.10 on Sunday night tho Virgin- 
ian, speeding on its way to Glasgow, 
picked up the White Star steamship's 
Marconi signal of distress that clears 
tlie air qf all lesser mosanges. Tho 
wireless operator of the Virginian 
caught the cry for help. 

"Have struck an Iceberg. Badly 
damaged. Rush aid." 

Seaward and landward J. G. Phillips, 
tho TItanlc's wireless man, was send- 
ing tho appeal for help. Tho wireless 
was working unevenly and blurringly. 
A word or two. scattered phrases, now 
and then a connected sentence, mado 
up tho messages that sent a thrlU\.of 
apprehension for a thousand miles 
oast, west and south of tho doomed 
liner. 

Other llnors besides tho Virginian 
heard tho call. The big Baltic, 2,020 
miles to tho eastward and west-bound, 
turned again to try to save llfo as it 
did when the Republic was out down 
In a fog In January, 190D. 

The TItanlc's mate, the' Olympic, the 
greatest of seagoers save the Titanic 
Itself, turned In Its tracks. All along 
tho northern lane the miracle of tho 
wireless worked for tho distressed and 
sinking White Star ship. ' 

Virginian Gets First Appeal. * 

The Hamburg-American ClncInnaU. 
the Parisian, from Glasgow; the North 
German Lloyd Prinz Friedrich Wll- 
helm, tho Hamburg-American liners 
Prinz Adalbert and Amerika all heard 
the "C. Q. D." and the rapid, con- 
densed explanation of what had hap- 
pened. 

But tho Virginian— barely 170 miles 
away— was tho first to know of the Tl- 
tanlc'B danger. > It wont about ond 
headed under forced draught for tho 



north ami longtitudo 51.18 west. The 
final fluttering Marconlgrams that 
were released from the Titanic made 
It certain that the great steamship 
was lining and in desperate i>oril. 

Farther out at sea was tho Car- 
pathla. which left New York for tho 
Medilorrancan on April 13. This boat 
plunged back westward.. And tho 
third steamship within short snlllng of 
the Titanic was the Allen Parisian, 
away to the eastward on Its way from 
Glasgow to Halifax. 

Message to Cape Race. 
While these vessels hastened with 
all the drive that steam could give 
them, the TItanlc's call reached to 
CniK! Race, in Newfoundland, and the 
startled oiwrntor there hoard a mes- 
sage which quickly reached Now York. 
"Have struck an Iceberg. Wo aro 
badly damaged. Titanic, Latitude 41.40 
north, 50.14 west" 

Cape Race threw the appeal broad- 
cast wherever his apparatus could car- 
ry. So that for hours, while the world 
waited for a crumb of news as to tho 
safety of the great ship's i>eople. not 
ono thing more was known, save that 
It was drifting, broken, Wclplcss, and- 
alone. In tho midst of a waste of Ice. 
Conflicting Word^to Worid. 
And It was not until 17 hours after 
the Titanic had sunk, carrying with 
It— as now seems almost certain— a 
great part of Its passengers and crew, 
that the words came out of the air us 
to Uie vessel's fate. There was a con- 
fusion and tangle of messages — a 
Jumble of rumors. 

Good tidings were trodden upon by 
evil, and no man knew clearly what 
was taking place In that stretch of 
water where the giant Icebergs were 
making a mock of all that tho world 
know best In ship building. 

Silence TeKs Hopeless Fight. 
The last word from the Titanic was 
that It was sinking. Then the spark- 
ing became fainter. The. call was 
dying to nothing. The Virginian's op- 
erator labored over a blur of signals. 
It was hopeless. So the Allen ship 
strove on, fearing that the worst had 
happened. 

It was this ominous silence that 
alarmed the other vessels hurrying to 
the Titanic and that caused Busiwnse 
and then horror here. 

Although the Virginian had been the 
first to hear tho apiwal. the Carpathla 
was the first of the relief ships to ar- 
rive. And It is tho vessel which Is 
reported to have rescued tho 675 per- 
sons off the Titanic. 

Lifeboats as Last Hope, 
It Is assumed here that before help 
came Capt. E. J. Smith of tho Titanic, 
the admiral of the White Star fleet, 
the careful veteran who has brought 
so many of tho line's flneat ships to 
this port on their maiden trips, real- 
ized early that there was small chance 
of his vessel staying above water and 
that reliance must bo had on the 
small boats. 

Ho had 50 lifeboats, supposed to be 
capable of resisting the battering of 
heavy seas. They were In theory 
capable of holding 50 persons each. 

So far as could bo told from tho 
scant and cryptic wireless messages 
from the ships that found the Titanic, 
these boats were afloat and fending 
away from the Titanic and threaten- 
ing Icebergs when the Carpathla 
blared through the gloom.

Tho attitude of tho United States as 
expressed to both tho federal and 
rebel authorities Is that any mal- 
treatment of American cltlEons "will 
bo deeply reaontod by the American 
government and people, and must ho 
fully answered for by tho Mexican peo- 
ple." 

Acting Secretary Huntington Wilson 
of tho state department, who Issued 
special Instructions to . Ambassador 
Henry Lane Wilson at Mexico City, 
and Marlon Letcher, American consul 
at Chihuahua, authorized the state- 
ment that Intervention was not con- 
templated by the United States. 

Ambassador Wilson was ordered to 
communicate at once tho-vlowa of the 
"United States to the Mexican minister 
for", foreign nITalrs.'ahd a copy ot his 
Instructions was Ilkowlso sent to 
Marlon Letcher, American consul at 
Chihuahua, with special ropresento- 
.tlona addreased to General Orozco. 

Gonernl Orozco, who recently served 
notice upon tho state department that 
ho would not recognize Marlon Letch- 
er, tho American consul at Chihuahua, 
or Jamca 1. Long, tho American consul 
at Parral, over whoso protest Foun- 
tain was killed, as being representa- 
tives of any government. 

Ho has Informed the authorities that 
ho will not recognlzo tho right ot the 
United States to send Us mi^lia 
through Mexico except on hla trains 
Though declining to justify particl- 
.patlon of Americans on either side, 
the United States expressly stipulates 
that American combatants, when ta- 
ken prisoners, must bo given humane 
treatment In accordance with the In- 
ternational rules of war. 

Tho correspondence, made public 
here, la admittedly tho strongest de- 
mand the United States Is Jmown to 
have made upon Mexico for respectful 
treatment of Americans, as wofi as 
other foreigners, and declares that a 
continuation of Illegal acts la tending 
"to dlfflcultlea and obligations which 
It la to tho interest of all true Mexican 
patriots, as* It is the desire of tho 
United States, to avoid."

The count of tho vote has been 
completed and the result made known 
Immediately by Warren S. Stone, 
grand chief of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, to J. C. Stuart 
chairman of tho General Managers' 
association of the railroads. 

The general managers have called 
a meeting to be hold hero to 
consider the result of tho vote. 
Tho engineers* olllcers have notified 
Mr. Stuart that they would remain 
here for "a reasonable time" to await 
a counter proposition of the railroads. 
Mr. Stono announced that 93.1 per 
cent of tho engineers had voted to 
authorize the calling of a strike. In 
hla letter to Mr. Stuart Mr. Stone aska 
If the railroads have any counter 
proposition to make ajid notifies 
him that If no counter proposi- 
tion la received a strike of the 
engineers on each of tho fifty roads 
la aubject to call at any time.

For the first time In the hiatory of 
tho Illinois agriculturol experiment 
fltallon cotton was grown during tho 
eoaaon of 1911 on tlio Unlonvillo field 
In Mnsaao county, lUinola. It has been 
planned to grow It each year on a ae- 
riea of t«n plots In a rotation of corn, 
cow peae, wheat and cotton. 

Tho seed bed for tho crop of 1911 
was prepared by dlaklng the aoli and 
then plowing It about seven InchcB 
deep aa early In May as the ground 
would work well. It was then disked 
once and harrowed three times. Tho 
seed were drilled on May 19 with a 
combinotlon com and cotton planter 
which dropped tho aeod about two 
Inches apart. The young plants came 
up h«althy, but the stand was some- 
what Irregular owing to a ' lack of 
BuOlclent moisture In the soli nnd to 
Irregular fedtng due to the lint on the 
seed. The mlsBlng spaces were re- 
planted with n hoe. The plants were 
harrowed once and plowed six times. 
A two-horae, sli-shovel cultivator with 
narrow ahovela wos used the first flvo 
plowlngs. The last cultivotlon waa 
given with a one-horse, five-shovel 
garden cultivator. One heeling was 
given early In July, at which time the 
plants were thinned to one every 20 
to 24 Inches In tho row. The plants 
appeared to bo thrifty, despite the dry 
weather, until about tho first of Sep- 
tember, when n fungous disease at- 
tacked many* of tho plants In certain 
areas, killing tho follngo and often en- 
tire plants. About tho firat of Octo- 
ber, larvae attacked tho foliage, de- 
stroying practically all of It. Many 
young bolls were dcfltroyed also. 

Tho plants attained a fair height, 
however, conBldcrlng that tho soil had 
been badly depleted of plant feed nnd 
that no fertilizers had been used. 
Ground limestone duat had been ap-^ 
plied to certain plots In 1910, but It 
did not appear to affect the yield. 

Tho cotton was picked three timea, 
on September 30, October 21, and No- 
vomher 22. Tho last picking was made 
after severe freezing weather. A total 



yield of 1,288 pounds of seed cotton was 
obtained. Two varietlee of aeod were 
planted, one from Tennessee, the oth- 
er from Virginia. Thero was but lit- 
tle difference In the yield of seed cot- 
ton produced by the two varieties, but 
the former produced 30 per cent of 
lint while tho latter mado 33 per cent. 
Most of the picking was done by 
school boys, who were paid one cent 
per pound of seed cotton. Twoivo 
hundred pounds of tho seed cotton 
were sent to Pulaski, 111., to be gin- 
ned and baled. A halo of 437 pounds, 
gross weight, was produced. The yield 
of lint was 179 pounds per acre. By 
way of comparison It may bo of In- 
terest to noto that the average yield 
of lint per aero for the 45 years, 186G- 
1910, for the state of Georgia, was 158 
pounds.. 

While the crop of 19ii represents 
the first attempt of tho Illinois experl- 
ment atatlon to grow cotton, conald- 
erable attention was given this Indus- 
try In Illinois about the period of tho 
Civil war. - Cotton gins were erected 
in several counties of Illinois and cot- 
ton waa grown on a small scale on 
man> farms. After peace was estab- 
lished In tho South cotton growing 
had been roflumed In that region, this 
crop was produced more profltably 
thero than In Illinois, and the growing 
of cotton practically ceased In this 
state until only occasionally could a 
small area be seen. Tho indications 
now, however, point to a reawakening 
of this branch of farming. In 1910 
2S bales of cotton were ginned at 
Pulaski, which has tho only gin now 
3perated In tlio state. 

It has been estimated that 1,000 
acres will be planted to cotton this 
season around Pulaski alono, and that 
tho acreage will bo considerably In- 
creased by crops put out in other 
parts of Pulaski county and In Alex- 
ander county. Although It is probable 
tlmt tho area devoted to growing cot- 
ton In Illinois will always bo amall 
as compared to th-z areas devoted to 
com, wheat and oats, yet we need not 
be aurprlaed If the former crop Bbguirt 
become an Important ono In tho future 
In the most southern counties of our 
state.

HOW TO CARE FOR 
HORSPS SHOULDERS 

By PROF. DONALD M'INTOSH, 
University of jlllnolB. 
During the spring a great many 
horses on the farm aro troubled with 
sore shoulders; especially Is thia tho 
case In young horses. There "aro two 
reasons 'why tho young horse Is more 
liable to have sore shoulders than an 
older horse; first, the skin of tho 
sha<ilders is tcnd()r and soft and is 
therefore easily galled by the collar; 
second, the young horse does not pull 
as steady or move as straight forward 
as the well broken horse does. This 
wiggling motion of the young horse 
causes tho collar to move about on the 
shoulder, causing galls or bruises to 
occur. 

It Is a great loss to the farmer to 
have to stop working a. horse In the 
spring. To prevent the shoulder's be- 
coming Bore they should be bathed 
every night after a day's work with 
the following lotion: Mix one oiince 
of acetato of lead with' ono quart of 
soft water; shako, up before using. 
This will remove any. heat or soreness 
that may occur during tho day and 
win also toughen the skin. The /col- 
lar should bo examined before being 
put on to see If there is any matted 
hair accumulated on any part and If so 
It should be removed. The accumu- 
lation, of matted hair la one of the 
causes of galled shoulders.. If this 
treatment Is properly carried out it 
will prevent a great many cafies ot 
what might he sore shoulders. 
.Frequently soft awelllngs wlii ap- 
pear on the Bhouldbrs," eapeclQlly In 
young horsea. Theae swellings con- 
,taln.a yellow fluid, the result of tho 
connecting tissue under the akin be- 



ing bruised by tho collar. This bruis- 
ing causes a separation between tho 
akin and tho muscles and Is dlfflcuit 
to cure. The swelllnga should be 
opened with a knife and the Uuld 
squeezed out and a little of the fol- 
lowing lotion injected once a day: Mix 
two drams chloride of zinc with one 
pint of water; shake up before using. 
This lotion will prevent tho connect- 
ing tIsBue from secreting moro iluid 
and h^ilp to repair the part. This lo- 
tion should be continued. until the wa- 
tery fluid stops discharging and a lit- 
tle white, healthy pus forms. Then the 
part should be let alono to heal, which 
it usually doea in about three weeks 
If well tj-eatod. If any thickening 
should bo left after the part has 
healed, mix one dram binlodido of 
mercury with ono and one-half ounces 
of lard and rub a little of this on the 
thickened part. Repeat every second 
week until tho thickening dleuppears. 
In Bome cases a hard lump win form 
near tho point of tho shoulder. As a 
usual thing this lump Is not hot or 
tender to the touch. The best treat- 
ment i;or such a case la to mH>ce an 
opening Into the center of th* lump 
with a knife, about two-thii-da the 
depth of the lump, and after blfesdlng 
stops, roll up two grains blehloride 
of mercury in a email plecfe of tissue 
paper, con^ shape, put this Into tho 
opening with the fingers, and . then 
push It Into the bottom of the opening 
w»h a probe. Repeat this U'oatment 
every third day until tho lump diaap- 
pears,' which it will do in three to four 
weeks, leaving no blemish.
